a policeman appeared and with club 
and revolver fought off the crowd.

was given, because it was obligated 
during the life of this option. 


"I am not prepared to' say at this 


time what the dividend will be. The 
companies composing, the Consolidat- 
ed Mines Company will have to meet 
and .declare their dividends before the 
Consolidated, and then the matter will 
be disposed of. 


"The affairs of the company as they 


will stand when Mr. Barueh takes up 
his option, will be this: The treasury 
of the Consolidated Mines ComiDany 
contains $2,200,000, and the output 
returns will give us about $500,000 
.per month. There is no written law 
that I know of to prevent our using 
this treasury money for the payment 
of dividends, but unwritten law 
and 


custom are against it. The usual way 
is to declare a certain amount as a. 
surplus, and from

so 


created pay dividends. Xothing 
of 


that kind will be necessary in 
this 


case, because the money in the .treas- 
ury is available for'mining expenses, 
improvements, or the acquirement of 
property, which leaves the money; re- 
>eived from; the, output of the. mines, 
free for the payment of dividends. 


"To have declared a dividend .soon- 


er than this would not 
have 
been 


good business principles, because the 
flrst expenditures from any business 
must go to the payment of outstand- 
ing indebtedness. I have till now op- 
posed tlie payment of a dividend on 
this account. The properties are look- 
looking splendid, and there is no rea- 
son why they-should not prosper to 
the full expectations of all interested." 


Speaking about the reported suit by 


the holders of Jumbo stock against

PUTS STOP TO WORK 


Tunnel Has Uncovered Large Vein 


Whoso Material Averages $25 


Per Ton. 


One of the biggest low-grade mines 


in this countiy is located in this dis- 
trict. 
The old Garavanta mine, on 


the south mineral belt, or mother lode, 
as it is called, is situated about two 
miles south of town, and exploration 
on immense ledges there has un- 
covered vast quantities of ore running 
$5 and $6 per ton. That is a general 
average. 
There are ledges, however, 


and one in particular, that is over 
100 feet -svide, that run higher. This 
ledge has been opened up with in- 
cline shafts 130 and 112 feet deep on 
either wall. Prom the bottom of the 
112-foot shaft a crosscut is in SO feet 
every inch of which discloses ore of 
uniform quality, averaging $7 50 per 
ton. 


A ledge of those dimensions and 


:arrying uniform values.of $7.50 per 
ton is a proposition for operation 
on a large scale. 
The ores, to be 


properly handled, should be concen- 
trated, as the gold occurs in the sul- 
phides, whic hare grained and of 
th-; very best chaiacter for concentra 
tion. 


At present nothing is being done on 


this ore body as a flow of water en- 
countered prevented further develop- 
ment without the use of a pump and 
machinery. 
The owners are making 


arrangements to secure a pumping 
plant and will sink deeper and do 
more crosscutting as soon 
as 
the 


plant is secured. 


They have run a tunnel 700 feet in- 


to1 the hill a few hundred feet east 
of the incline shaft and arc driving 
under a big porphyry dyke that fronts 
:he entire brow gf Virginia mountain. 
During the course 
of this 
tunnel 


opening numbers of parallel fissures 
have been uncovered ranging from 
a foot or two up to five feet in width, 
some of which assay $10 to'$15 per 
ton. 
The tunnel reached the dyke 


wall about 650 feet from the mouth 
and a vein was encountered there, 
five feet wide, and carrying values 
of $25 per ton. 


There are other tunnels, drifts and 


crosscuts between the 'main tunnel 
and incline shaft 
which 
have ex- 


posed great bodies of milling ore. 
Altogether, the property is one of 
great possibilities and will, when the 
owners construct a contemplated mill, 
be a long-lived producer.—Recoider 


James "Woodbury 
of 
Carson is 


working on a group ,of claims in the 
histouc old town of Aurora, Bbmer- 
alda county. 
He has recently paid 


a visit to Carson and tells tho Xews 
about his 
impressions 
of the old 


camp in the following: 


"There are at present about fifty 


men employed in the mines of Au- 
rora and about twelve leasers are 
working on the different properties. 
One of the b^st things about the camp 
is that all the men owning leases 
are making money. They have their 
ore milled in the custom mill, which 
is owned by the Cain Consolidated 
Company, one of the heaviest hold- 
ers in the camp. The company offers 
eveiy inducement to the men who are 
leasing in the camp. 


"Most of them who have taken 


leases are from the southern sections 
and as soon as the men in those 
camps come to the realization that 
the leases there do not all contain 
thousand-dollar rock more will come 
•into Aurora. 


"The Cain Company Mas a 20-stamp 


mill and a 50-ton cyanide plant in op- 
eration and aro shipping bullion to the 
mint in this city every month. 
-"At the present time the Wide West 


mine, made famous by Mark Twain in 
'Roughing It,' is the center of attrac- 
tion in the camp. They are now drift- 
ing toward the Johnson Chamber, out 
of which the owners took $9,000,000 
in two months in the early days of 
the camp. 


''At that time the 
miners 
were 


forced to pass up ore that did not 
run at least $100 to the ton. The 
owners of the Wide West mine at 
the present time have a foot ledge of 
$600 ore on their 140-foot level and 
are preparing to arrange for a mill- 
ing of a large amount of it the coming- 
months
